Section two of chapter forty-nine of the By t ttrel t  Cep' 
revised statutes, entitled" of the adoption of children," te:given." mai  
is hereby amended so as to read as follows : "If both 
or either of the parents of such child shall be living, 
they, or the survivor of them, as the case may be, pro-
viding they live in this state, shall consent to such adop-
tion; but if they do not live in this state, or are gone to 
parts unknown, or if neither parent be living, then such 
consent may be given by the legal guardian of such 
child. If there be no legal guardian, the next of 
kin of such child, within the state, may give such con-
sent ; and if there be no such next of kin, the county 
judge may appoint some discreet and suitable person'
